1. MISSION HAS JUST BEEN NOTIFIED OF SCHEDULE CHANGES RE TRAVEL OF 
EC COUNCIL SECURITY OFFICERS, LAMBRECHTS, MINNE AND MURGATROYD 
(REFTEL). EN ROUTE TO KINGSTON, ALL THREE WILL NOW MERELY CHANGE 
PLANES AT JFK. IN ALL CASES THEY WILL CARRY THEIR WEAPONS IN THEIR 
BRIEFCASES. 

2. LAMBRECHTS WILL MAINTAIN SCHEDULE SENT REFTEL, I.E. ARRIVE 
JFK JULY 17 AT 1500 VIA SN 451 AND DEPART SAME DAY PA 223 AT 1725. 

MINNE WILL NOW FOLLOW IDENTICAL SCHEDULE ON JULY 21. MURGATROYD 
WILL NOW FOLLOW IDENTICAL SCHEDULE ON JULY 23; THUS HE WILL NO 
LONGER BE REQUIRED TO REMAIN IN NEW YORK TO COVER THE TRANSFER OF 
EC MINISTERS (MOST OF WHOM, WE ARE INFORMED, WILL NOW FLY TO 
KINGSTON WITHOUT ENTERING THE US). 

3. RETURN TRAVEL REMAINS AS IN REFTEL. 

4. EC SECURITY SERVICE HAS SPECIFICALLY ASKED US TO PASS ALONG 
THEIR APOLOGIES FOR ANY INCONVENEIENCE CAUSED BY THESE CHANGES, 
AND TO EXPRESS THEIR APPRECIATION FOR DEPARTMENT S ASSISTANCE.
